23 April 1946 


The original correspondence* transcriptions of which are 
presented herewith as the "Bllibid Letter Book* 1942" was addressed 
to the Japanese prison authorities in an effort on the part of our 
Naval hadleal Personnel to carry out the spirit of our last direc¬ 
tive from Admiral Rockwell* District Commandant * namely, "To mainr 
tain a Naval hospital in the Manila Area.” The Naval Hospital so 
organized maintained a continuous existence until 30 October 1944* 
when the majority of the naval medical personnel were relieved by 
the Japanese with medical personnel of the Ajaay. 

The original correspondence went into Japanese official 
filea. Carbon copies maintained in the hospital's administrative 
office were probably destroyed, of possibly may have been recovered 
by Army record salvage personnel after the liberation of Bllibid 
Prison on 4 February 1945. The material here presented was retyped 
for use in the Supply Dspartment of the prison organization* in 
charge of Pharmacist G, J 0 Shearer. It was found among other Bllibid 
documents salvaged after liberation* and subsequently delivered to 
the Hospital Corps Archives. 

I have examined the "Dilibid Letter Book* 1942" both as to 
content and authenticity. Although incomplete, and somewhat fragmen¬ 
tary* the documents appear to be authentic in every respect* outside 
of a few apparent typographic errors evidently made in transcribing 
the material. The originals of these papers were prepared under my 
direction as Senior Medical Officer* United States Naval hospital Unit 4 
Bllibid Prison Hospital in 1942* and those showing signature were 
signed by me* with the single exception of a list of the dead from 
Tayabas Camp* signed by Capt. H 0 J 0 Pierce* infantry* USA. 

I recognize the "Bllibid Letter Book* 1942" as a genuine* 
authentic* bona fid© record* and recommend that it be so accepted in 
lieu of the missing originals.

In general® the majority of patients have shown a alow and gradual 
improvement during the month of Augusto The most prevalent diseases during this 
period were malaria® dengue® dysentery® simple diaerhea, malnutrition and beri¬ 
beri® She surgical cases, as a whole® have done well and are making satisfactory 
progress toward recovery as might be expected under the circumstances® In many 
of the patients two or more of the above enumerated diseases and conditions 
coexist in the same individual® 

cjuinine has been provided in sufficient quantity for the treatment of 
malaria® The amount and kinds of medicines for the efficient treatment of dysentery 
and diarrhea have not been available at all times. Such drugs as carbaraone, emetine 
and paregoric have had to be used very sparingly, in order to conserve them to be 
used in cases of those most seriously ill® 

The most serious deficiency has been the lack of a properly balanced diet® 
This has retarded convalescence of both medical and surgical cases and it is believed 
to have been an important etiological factor in those cases which have developed 
beri-beri® Most of the patients show some signs of malnutrition and there ar® num¬ 
erous cases of beri-beri not; present. 

The only disease which has had its origin here and which assumed epidemic 
proportions during the Jaonth was dengue. While this ailment ie not usually regarded 
serious, it has caused much loss of time from work among the personnel of the staff 
and additional discomfort and suffering among the patients. 

The number of deaths decreased from 34 in July to 22 in August, 

During August the surgical patients have progressed as well as might be 
expected under the circumstances® Certain surgical procedures have been necessarily 
delayed and others conpletely foregone because of the poor nutritional state of 
some, and the lack of necessary facilities in the cases of others. However, emerg¬ 
ency and reconstruction operations have been performed on a regular schedule, total¬ 
ling from July 8th thru the month of August, 29 major operations and 7 minors. Of 
the majors, 4 was abdominal cases, 2 were amputations and 4 were reamptutations z 
19 were reconstruction operations on bones and Joints® Of the minor operations, 

5 were circumcisions and 2 were hemorrhoidectomies® 

Malaria and dysentery, as well as beri-beri and malnutrition still con¬ 
stituted a constant complication among our surgical patients® Crinolin for making 
plaster bandages, x-ray film for adequate x-ray study, and glucose for intravenous 
use have been our most glaring deficiencies in material on the surgical service® 

The improvised operating room has functioned well except for flies® 
Screening is greatly needed for the operating room space®

The circuffis' ro.033 of infectious diseases and methods of prevention in 

n 


As noted in pars&raph 1 of this report, dengue is the only disease which 
has occurred in epidemic form during the month of Augusto Effective methods of 
control seems to depend entirely on the possibility of protecting persons from the 
bite of Aedes Aegypti. This has not beep possible due to the fact that none of the 
buildings of this group are screened* Only about half of the personnel have moequitc 
nets* An attempt to lessen the number of mosquitoes by spraying with an insecticide 
inside the buildings has been mode, but this has not proved of value* Other methods 
of mosquito control have not been possible under existing « _i_ ... circumstances. 


During the month of Jult there were sixteen deaths from dysentery and 
there were thirteen during the month of August. Zt is believed that only four oases 
of this disease have originated is tills place. One of these cases had duty in the 
dysentery ward. It is not known how the other three acquired the infection. At the 
beginning of August there were seventy cases of dysentery under treatment, and at 
the end of the month there were thirty*three. 

On August 3rd, the location of the dysentery ward was moved from building 
S3 to its present site, the old cell blocks in the outer compound. This new locatlo 
provides better isolation and more comfortable quarters for the sick. 
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So (Continued) 

A self-flushing, sanitary, straddle trench was constructed for the use 
of this ward only* providing facilities for the proper disposal of feces and for 
cleaning bed-pans* 

During the early part of August there was no specific indication for 
the treatment of dysentery* Through the kindly efforts of the Director of the 
Hospital* sixteen ounces of emetine and twenty courses of cerbarsona were supplier 
which was of great -value In treating the most severe oases* Later enough M earth 
was provided and used in treatment of thoee eases which most urgently required it* 

Methods of control which have been used hove been: prompt Isolation of 
all oases showing symptoms suggestive of dysentery; sanitary disposal of exereaenl 
scrupulous cleanliness Of heads; sterilisation of all mess gear* Effective fly 
control has not been possible due to lack of screening or mosquito nets* 

The greatest need In the past has been, and continues to be* proper 
diets for those patients* Specifically, urgently needed are milk, eggS 8 materials 
to make nutritious broth and soups* custards* gelatin* toast, fruit Juices * ete«

Haas roue err re of simple diarrhea have occurred among the personnel of 
staff as w»U as. as* ; the patients of all wards* Bo specific etiological agent 
has been discovered* Icrc-’-oi-la examination of the stools has revealed ths pres* 
ence of Trichomonas Assv is and infestation with Strongyloides in a few 
instances* However, it is cellared that the majority of. these cases have been 
caused by Improper diet* Isolation precautions are taken until observation and 
tests show that dysentery le not present* 

H&LABIA 

Bo new cases of malaria have developed here* However* malarial Infection 
was so universal among the troops who served in Bataan and Tayabas that recurrence 
of the disease and evidence of chronic Infection have been very frequent* and moat 
of these people hay* required active treatment for acute paroryans or follow-up 
treatment for the purpose of eradicating the disease* In the experience of the 
Medical Officer thirty grains of quinine dally for acute paroxysms, followed by 
ten grains daily as follow-up treatment la not sufficient* Forty-five to sixty 
grains dally have had to be used In sons cases for ths' seats manifestations and 
twenty or Mrs grains a day for ths follow-up* Many cases of malaria showing eereb 
ral manifestations have been saved by the prompt administration of quinine intra¬ 
venously* 



Two' oases of diphtheria have been treated during ths past month* One 
developed in a pat 1 eat under treatment for dysentery and the other was brought 
here fro* Pasay*

At the tine these oases appeared &atl<»toxln was scarce and it was net 
possible to give either one more than 10,000 emits. Shis closed a prompt amelior¬ 
ation of local syaptoa®. However, both oases hare shorn evidence of late peripheral 
neuritis. Both oho*# the usual signs of palatal paralysis and one show evidence Of 
generalised weakness, indicating inadequate treatment. 


These oases have been strictly lsolatedo The attendants were given 
prophylactic infection of diphtheria antitoxin of 1 0 SOO units each*

She total calories provided mat to 2310, which is considered sufficient, 
However, the diet is entirly Inadequate in proteins, fats, suitable fresh fruit® 
and vegetables. The total average proteins provided amounts to 58 grass, end fat® 
grants 13 per day, which is not sufficient to maintain mil people in state of good 
health and far below the requirements necessary to provide a satisfactory diet for 
the sick. 

Also, of mch importance io the kitchen facilities provided for propane 
tion of food. The only method of cooking is on open kettles. %■ this method it is 
possible to steam rice, make soup and do a certain amount of frying. It is eemsid® 
ered desirable to have other methods of cooking. Ovens for baking, and range® would 
greatly facilitate the preparation of foods suitable for sick people. 

A separate kitchen has been bailt to prepare special diets for the sick. 

In this, .such food as is available is prepared and distributed among the sicker 
patients, in accordance with r orders of tho Medical Officers. 

Thors has been a noticeable increase - in calories, especially carbohydrates 
calories; however protein calorie® have greatly decreased, there having been pme» 
ideally 50$ lee® neat delivered in August than was ia July. 

It is difficult to serve eoooamts, peanuts in shells and snail green 
mangoes and papayas. 

Sons fish * * been delivered less than two (2) inches long. Baking it 

almost impossible to < JLe and eviscerate before cooking. 

It is desirah,.* that vegetables and neat be delivered in amount® practical 
to prepare one or mors &eale rather then snail deliveries of such liens a® peanuts, 
cocoannt®, green papeyeo and BCuqpef, or very email fish.
